Subject: Determination Pursuant to Section 
2(b)(2) of the Migration and Refugee 
Assistance Act of 1962, as Amended 


Pursuant to section 2(b)(2) of the Migra- 
tion and Refugee Assistance Act of 1962, as 
amended, 22 U.S.C. 2601(b)(2), I hereby 
designate refugees, displaced persons, and 
victims of conflict from and within the 
former Yugoslavia as qualifying for assistance 
under section 2(b)(2) of the Act, and deter- 
mine that such assistance will contribute to 
the foreign policy interests of the United 
States. 

You are directed to inform the appropriate 
committees of the Congress of this deter- 
mination and the obligation of funds under 
this authority, and to publish this determina- 
tion in the Federal Register.

Remarks With Prime Minister John 
Major of the United Kingdom and an 
Exchange With Reporters 


December 20, 1992 


The Former Yugoslavia 


The President. Let me just say thet we've 
had a very, once again, had a very good meet- 
ing with the Prime Minister up at Camp 
David. I expect this will be my last such 
meeting, but I'll tell you it was fruitful. I feel 
as strongly as I ever have about the strength 
of the U.K.-U.S. relationship that is vital to 
our own interests. I know the Prime Minister 
feels that way, and the talks just couldn’t have 
gone better. 

We covered a wide array of subjects, al- 
most every area of the globe. We did it in 
a relaxed atmosphere. It was a special joy 
to have Mrs. Major with us at this Christmas 
season. We inundated him with Christmas 
carols. And I think it was, as far as I’m con- 
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cerned, a very wonderful visit with a distin- 
guished world leader. 

We did spend a lot of time talking about 
the former Yugoslavia. We spelled out some 
objectives for our policy, nothing particularly 
new in it, but we agreed that working for 
a peaceful and just settlement in the former 
Yugoslavia is essential. We agreed that 
there’s a risk and that we must prevent the 
spread of fighting in particular to Kosovo and 
Macedonia. And then I saluted the British 
leadership role on the humanitarian side of 
things. They have forces on the ground in 
harm’s way, and those forces are doing the 
Lord’s work in terms of bringing relief. So, 
we talked about maintaining the humani- 
tarian aid effort which includes the British 
troops and without which, clearly, many 
more lives would be lost in the winter. 

So, we spelled these objectives out. And 
Prime Minister, I enjoyed the visit. I don’t 
want to monopolize it. Maybe you would care 
to add something, sir. 

The Prime Minister. Mr. President, thank 
you very much. 

Can I just echo what the President’s had 
to say about the discussions we’ve had over 
the weekend. But further than that, as the 
President said, this may be the last meeting 
we have of this kind, and I’ve found the last 
2 years especially fruitful in those discus- 
sions. There’s been a lot happening in the 
last 2 years. I think it’s been remarkably good 
not just for the United Kingdom but for Eu- 
rope to know we've had such a good friend 
here in the White House. I think there are 
many people across the world who will have 
good cause to say thanks for the work that 
President Bush has done in the last 4 years. 
And I believe I speak not just for myself but 
for many millions when we wish him the best 
of futures after he leaves the White House 
in a few days time. 

We had not only a very enjoyable week- 
end, I think we had a very productive week- 
end. The President has set out the objectives 
that we discussed as far as Yugoslavia is con- 
cerned. We looked at some of the details to 
underpin those objectives as well. We did 
agree to cooperate in a resolution at the Unit- 
ed Nations to enforce compliance with the 
no-fly zone. The aim of the resolution will 
be to make sure we enforce the resolution

previously agreed and to prevent flights tak- 
ing place other than those that have been 
specifically authorized to do so. 

We looked also at the possible need for 
measures to prevent the spread of fighting 
into Kosovo and into Macedonia, and that 
clearly is a matter of immense importance 
in the future. With that in mind, we both 
agreed that it would be wise to press for an 
early increase in the number of observers in 
Kosovo. 

We also looked at the question of present 
and future sanctions and the present and fu- 
ture relationship with Serbia. We agreed that 
our attitude to sanctions would depend on 
rapid and radical change of policy by Serbia 
and confirmed that we would be ready, de- 
pending on Serbia’s response, to impose new 
sanctions on Serbia. The sort of things we 
had in mind, of course, were initially cutting 
postal and telecommunication links but going 
on, of course, to the closing of borders if nec- 
essary. And if it proves necessary, complete 
and total diplomatic isolation, not just in the 
short-term but making it clear to them that 
that would apply for a very long time indeed. 

Both of us wish to see a political settle- 
ment. The President was very sensitive to the 
work done by the British troops and by the 
U.N. agencies there. And I’m most grateful 
for his kind words about that this morning. 

Amongst a number of other issues, we also 
looked at the problems that have arisen in 
Iraq in the last few days in the delivery of 
humanitarian aid by the United Nations to 
the Kurds in northern Iraq. That has come 
to a halt ternporarily as a result of the Iraqis 
placing bombs in a number of the trucks that 
were delivering that aid. And we agreed that 
we were determined to ensure that that aid 
does get through to northern Iraq. And that 
is a matter that will have to be developed 
over the course of the next few days. 

So those were some, not an exclusive list 
but some of the issues that we discussed this 
morning. And I would just like to end by 
yet again thanking the President for the na- 
ture of these discussions and for the relation- 
ship between our two countries. 

The President. Marlin, are we going to 
be passing out a statement that summarizes 
some of this discussion here? 
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Q. Mr. President, would U.S. planes be 
used to enforce the no-fly zone? 

The President. This is a little ahead of 
where we're going. We don’t discuss how we 
are going to do things, especially before 
we've decided what they're going to be, so 
I just would have to duck that one right now. 

Q. Do you expect a 15-day deadline? 

The Prime Minister. I saw those stories 
in the press this morning about a 15-day 
deadline. Certainly, that was nothing we dis- 
cussed this morning, nothing we discussed 
over the weekend. That’s a matter that isn’t 
just for the President and for I, not just for 
the United States and the United Kingdom. 
That’s something that would have to be 
agreed in a Security Council resolution. So 
I don’t know where these 15-day stories 
come from, but they have no credibility at 
the moment. 

Q. Would you be prepared to see British 
involvement if necessary in enforcing the 
deadline, Prime Minister? 

The Prime Minister. Well, we've got a 
lot of discussing to do before we determine 
how the deadline’s going to be enforced. 
We've agreed that it’s necessary to enforce 
the no-fly zone. There’s more than one way 
of doing that, but we have to discuss that 
with a lot of other interested parties as well 
before we can agree to the Security Council 
resolution.

Q. What kind of action would be taken 
to protect the forces already on the ground 
protecting humanitarian effort if there were 
to be retaliation as a result of the enforce- 
ment of the no-fly zone? 

The Prime Minister. We've always made 
it clear right from the start that we were con- 
cerned about maintaining the humanitarian 
assistance that’s going into Sarajevo and 
other centers. That clearly is of critical hu- 
manitarian importance, and so is the para- 
mount importance of preserving the security 
of the United Nations agencies and the Brit- 
ish and other troops that are assisting in the 
delivery of that humanitarian aid. So clearly, 
that has to underpin any resolution and any 
progress we make. And these are the matters 
that will be discussed further over the next 
few days with our colleagues and allies. 
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The President. And may I add to that— 
may I simply add to that that on behalf of 
the United States, we are very sensitive to 
the fact that the sons and daughters from 
other countries are serving on the ground in 
Sarajevo and trying to facilitate the relief in 
the faxes Yugoslavia. The United States has 
done a fair amount, a good amount I'd say, 
in getting relief supplies in, but when it 
comes to taking decisions that affect the lives 
of troops, I would view a British soldier the 
same as I would if these were United States 
soldiers there. We must do that. We owe 
them prudence in making these decisions. 
And the fact that these are Brits serving there 
in no way lessens the feeling I have that we 
must be very careful we don’t needlessly put 
young men and women who are there in 
harm’s way more than they are. And I just 
want to say that particularly to the parents 
of the young people that are wearing British 
uniforms in the former Yugoslavia today. 
They must know that that’s the way the 
United States views these things.

Q. Mr. President, do you anticipate any 
problems from Russia in terms of getting an 
enforcement resolution given _ the 
reports 


The President. No, we don’t anticipate 
any. As a matter of fact, they have not raised 
it. I talked to Boris Yeltsin for 35 minutes 
this morning on other matters, and had that 
been on his mind I expect he would have 
raised it. He’s a very frank interlocutor, as 
the Prime Minister knows. So I don’t antici- 
pate difficulty. But the way we avoid that is 
to do exactly what we’re doing, the ultimate 
in consultations at the United Nations. 
Would you want to add on the Soviets—Rus- 
sian side? 


The Prime Minister. No, I’ve nothing to 
add on that. 


START Treaty 


Q. On to the other matters, Mr. President, 
START treaty, are you ready to sign? Are 
you going to go to Anchorage? 
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The President. Well, we discussed that; 
and I can tell you it’s not agreed totally. 
We've made some real progress. 


The Former Yugoslavia 


Q. Mr. President, do you have a trigger 
of some sort for these other sanctions that 
you've mentioned down the line? Is it some- 
thing that the Serbs would do to make these 
happen, or is it just the passage of time, or 
what? 


The President. Well, I don’t want to— 
the answer to your question is no. The an- 
swer to your question is no; we don’t have 
a trigger time. 


Q. Do you want the U.N. resolution to 
stipulate that planes which violate the no-fly 
zone will be shot down? 

The Prime Minister. No, I don’t, I don’t 
think that the U.N. resolution will stipulate 
anything of the sort, not in those terms. But 
the U.N. resolution is not yet decided. There 
is a lot of discussion. We need to get the 
agreement of the Security Council and oth- 
ers. There’s some way to go before we get 
the resolution. 

Q. Prime Minister, how long will it take 
to get that resolution through? Do you feel 
there’s pressure to do it quickly, within a 
week, 2 weeks? 

The Prime Minister. I don’t think I want 
to put a time scale, but I doubt it will be 
too long. 

Q. If Mr. Milosevic is elected, how would 
that affect things? 


The Prime Minister. | think commenting 
on elections is a dangerous, hazardous busi- 
ness. 


The President. So do I. 

The Prime Minister. Especially on the 
day of the election. 

The President. That's a good way to end 
this, I think. Thank you all very much.

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Joint Statement With Prime Minister 
John Major of the United Kingdom 
on the Former Yugoslavia 


December 20, 1992 


The President of the United States and the 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom have 
agreed as follows. 

The objectives of our policy are: 

(a) to work for a peaceful and just settle- 

ment in the former Yugoslavia; 

(b) to prevent the spread of the fighting 
in particular to Kosovo and Macedonia; 

(c) to maintain the humanitarian aid effort 
which includes over 2,000 British troops 
and without which many more lives will 
be lost this winter. 

The President and Prime Minister paid 
tribute to the work of the United Nations 
in the former Yugoslavia and to the courage 
and dedication of the troops who are ensur- 
ing that convoys get through. They welcomed 
the success of the UN and its agencies, de- 
spite all the odds, in delivering large quan- 
tities of aid to those in need. They agreed 
on the importance of enabling that effort to 
go ahead. 

The United States and the United King- 
dom have agreed to cooperate on a Resolu- 
tion in the United Nations to enforce compli- 
ance with the ‘no-fly’ zone for Bosnia should 
violation of the existing ban continue. The 
aim of the resolution would be to prevent 
flights taking place other than those specifi- 
cally authorized by the United Nations. 

The President and the Prime Minister: 

(a) agreed that steps need to be taken to 
prevent the spread of fighting into 
Kosovo and Macedonia; 

(b) welcomed the decision to deploy UN 
troops in Macedonia and hoped that this 
UN presence would be stepped up over 
the coming weeks; 

(c) agreed also to press for the very early 
increase in the numbers of observers in 
Kosovo; 

(d) agreed that our attitude to sanctions 
would depend on a rapid and radical 
change of policy by Serbia; 

(e) confirmed that they would be ready, 
depending on Serbia’s response, to im- 
pose new sanctions. They could initially 
include cutting postal and telecommuni- 
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cation links and could lead to closing the 
borders and complete diplomatic isola- 
tion for years to come. 

The President and the Prime Minister paid 
tribute to the work of Cy Vance and David 
Owen in trying to negotiate a peaceful settle- 
ment in the former Yugoslavia. Both Govern- 
ments will continue to give the negotiators 
their full support.

Proclamation 6516—Year of

A Proclamation 

While the United States leads the world 
in the development and use of sophisticated 
technology and materials, Americans con- 
tinue to share a special appreciation of works 
made by hand. Our ancestors were skilled 
artisans and craftsmen, as well as accom- 
plished hunters, farmers, and fishermen, and 
today we still marvel at their skill in car- 
pentry, weaving, stonecutting, smithery, and 
so forth. Over the years, Americans have 
maintained a magnificent tradition of crafts- 
manship and folk art, in keeping with the 
spirit of our forebears, and it is fitting that 
we celebrate this rich portion of our national 
heritage. 

Using their hands as the tools of their 
imaginations, American artisans have de- 
signed and developed a tangible record of 
our national experience. By plying trades that 
have been passed on through the centuries, 
from generation to generation, quilters, 
carvers, and other craftspeople of our day are 
helping to preserve America’s history. These 
tradespeople and artists have produced ob- 
jects of practical application, as well as lasting 
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beauty, and many of our art galleries and mu- 
seums display outstanding samples of their 
work. 

We are rightly proud of American craft 
and folk art because, in many ways, these 
works of the hand embody traditional Amer- 
ican values: pride in quality and service, dili- 
gence in pursuit of a goal, attention to detail, 
and respect for learning and achievement. By 
celebrating traditional American craft and by 
saluting the men and women who have mas- 
tered fine trades, we reaffirm the importance 
of those timeless values. 

Crafts are inspired by the best in American 
tradition, yet they also reflect the informed 
creativity and vision of the present. Having 
learned from the past, today’s artisans and 
craftspeople are adding their own unique 
touches to American culture. As we celebrate 
traditional craft and folk art in the United 
States, we also recognize each of the masters 
and apprentices who, through their works of 
the hand, continue to preserve and shape this 
living legacy of beauty. 

The Congress, by Senate Joint Resolution 
218, has designated 1993 as a “Year of Amer- 
ican Craft: A Celebration of the Creative 
Work of the Hand” and has authorized and 
requested the President to issue a proclama- 
tion in observance of this year. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim 1993 as a Year of American 
Craft: A Celebration of the Creative Work 
of the Hand. I invite all Americans to observe 
this year with appropriate programs and ac- 
tivities in celebrating the traditional arts in 
the United States. 

In Witness Whereof, I have hereunto set 
my hand this twenty-first day of December, 
in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred 
and ninety-two, and of the Independence of 
the United States of America the two hun- 
dred and seventeenth.

December 22, 1992 


The President met today with the Foreign 
Ministers from Austria, Hungary, Poland, 
and Slovenia, representing members of the 
Central European initiative, to discuss the 
crisis in the Balkans. The Foreign Ministers 
emphasized their concerns over the direction 
of events in the former Yugoslavia. 

The President expressed deep concern 
over the violence still wracking Bosnia and 
highlighted the efforts that the United States 
has taken, along with the EC and other con- 
cerned nations, to help alleviate the suffering 
of innocents. He recognized the importance 
of stability to the new democracies of the 
region, including those represented in the 
meeting, and encouraged them to work in 
support of the efforts under the auspices of 
the United Nations and CSCE to help defuse 
the crisis and contribute to the search for 
a political settlement.

Letter to Congressional Leaders 
Reporting on Sanctions Against the 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia 
(Serbia and Montenegro) 


December 23, 1992 


Dear Mr. Speaker: (Dear Mr. President:) 

On May 30, 1992, in Executive Order No. 
12808, I declared a national emergency to 
deal with the threat to the national security, 
foreign policy, and economy of the United 
States arising from actions and policies of the 
Governments of Serbia and Montenegro, act- 
ing under the name of the Socialist Federal 
Republic of Yugoslavia or the Federal Re- 
public of Yugoslavia, in their involvement in 
and support for groups attempting to seize 
territory in Croatia and Bosnia-Hercegovina 
by force and violence utilizing, in part, the 
forces of the so-called Yugoslav National 
Army (57 FR 23299). In that order, I ordered 
the immediate blocking of all property and 
interests in property of the Government of 
Serbia and the Government of Montenegro, 
and all property and interests in property in 
the name of the Government of the Socialist 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia or the Gov- 
ernment of the Federal Republic of Yugo- 
slavia, then or thereafter located in the Unit- 
ed States or within the possession or control 
of United States persons, including their 
overseas branches. Treasury agents imme- 
diately carried out these orders and blocked 
more than $450 million within the first 24 
hours, closing down two Serbian-based banks 
that had been operating in New York City 
and sealing the offices of Yugoslav subsidi- 
aries across the country. 

Subsequently, on June 5, 1992, to imple- 
ment in the United States the prohibitions 
of United Nations Security Council Resolu- 
tion No. 757 of May 30, 1992, I issued Execu- 
tive Order No. 12810 adding trade and other 
economic sanctions against the Federal Re- 
public of Yugoslavia (Serbia and 
Montenegro) (The “FRY(S/M)”) to the sanc- 
tions imposed on May 30 (57 FR 24347). 
Under this order, I prohibited the importa- 
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tion into the United States of any goods origi- 
nating in, or services performed in, the 
FRY(S/M), exported from the FRY(S/M) 
after May 30, 1992, or any activity that pro- 
motes or is intended to promote such impor- 
tation. The Executive order also prohibits the 
exportation to the FRY(S/M), or to any entity 
operated from the FRY(S/M), or owned or 
controlled by the Government of the FRY(S/ 
M), directly or indirectly, of any goods, tech- 
nology (including technical data or other in- 
formation controlled for export pursuant to 
the Export Administration Regulations, 15 
C.F.R. Parts 768 et seq.), or services, either 
(1) from the United States, (2) requiring the 
issuance of a license by a Federal agency, 
or (3) involving the use of U.S.-registered 
vessels or aircraft, or any activity that pro- 
motes or is intended to promote such expor- 
tation. 

Additional economic sanctions contained 
in Executive Order No. 12810 prohibit (1) 
any dealing by a United States person related 
to property originating in the FRY(S/M) ex- 
ported from the FRY(S/M) after May 30, 
1992, or property intended for exportation 
from the FRY(S/M) to any country, or expor- 
tation to the FRY(S/M) from any country, 
or any activity of any kind that promotes or 
is intended to promote such dealing; (2) any 
transaction by a United States person, or in- 
volving the use of U.S.-registered vessels or 
aircraft, relating to transportation to or from 
the FRY(S/M), the provision of transpor- 
tation to or from the United States by any 
person in the FRY(S/M), or any vessel or air- 
craft registered in the FRY(S/M), or the sale 
in the United States by any person holding 
authority under the Federal Aviation Act of 
1958, as amended (49 U.S.C. 1301 et seq.), 
of any transportation by air that includes any 
stop in the FRY(S/M); (3) the granting of 
permission to any aircraft to take off from, 
land in, or overfly the United States, if the 
aircraft, as part of the same flight, is destined 
to land in or has taken off from the territory 
of the FRY(S/M); (4) the performance by any 
United States person of any contract, includ- 
ing a financing contract, in support of an in- 
dustrial, commercial, public utility, or gov- 
ernmental project in the FRY(S/M); (5) any 
commitment or transfer, direct or indirect, 
of funds or other financial or economic re- 
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sources by any United States person to or 
for the benefit of the Government of the 
FRY(S/M) or any other person in the FRY(S/ 
M)—effectively halting all transfers; (6) any 
transaction in the United States or by a Unit- 
ed States person related to participation in 
sporting events in the United States by per- 
sons or groups representing the FRY(S/M); 
and (7) any transaction in the United States 
or by a United States person related to sci- 
entific and technical cooperation and cultural 
exchanges pe persons or groups offi- 
cially sponsored by or representing the 
FRY(S/M), or related to visits to the United 
States by such persons or groups other than 
as authorized for the purpose of participation 
in the United Nations. 

1. The order exempts from trade restric- 
tions (a) the transshipment through the 
FRY(S/M) of commodities and products orig- 
inating outside the FRY(S/M) and tempo- 
rarily present in the territory of the FRY(S/ 
M) only for the purpose of such trans- 
shipment, and (b) activities related to the 
United Nations Protection Force 
(“UNPROFOR’”), the Conference on Yugo- 
slavia, or the European Community Monitor 
Mission. 

2. The declaration of the national emer- 
gency on May 30, 1992, was made pursuant 
to the authority vested in me as President 
by the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, including the International Emer- 
gency Economic Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701 
et seq.), the National Emergencies Act (50 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.), and section 301 of title 
3 of the United States Code. I reported the 
emergency declaration to the Congress on 
May 30, 1992, pursuant to section 204(b) of 
the International Emergency Economic 
Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1703(b)). The addi- 
tional sanctions set forth in my order of June 
5, 1992, were imposed pursuant to the au- 
thority vested in me by the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, including the stat- 
utes cited above, section 1114 of the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, as amended (49 U.S.C. 
App. 1514), and section 5 of the United Na- 
tions Participation Act of 1945, as amended 
(22 U.S.C. 287c), and implement in the Unit- 
ed States provisions of United Nations Secu- 
rity Council Resolution No. 757. The present 
report is submitted pursuant to 50 U.S.C. 
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1641(c) and 1703(c), and discusses Adminis- 
tration actions and expenses directly related 
to the exercise of powers and authorities con- 
ferred by the national emergency with re- 
spect to the FRY(S/M) declared in Executive 
Order No. 12808, as implemented pursuant 
to that order and Executive Order No. 12810 
(the “Executive orders”). 

3. In its implementation of the sanctions 
program against the FRY(S/M) pursuant to 
Executive Orders No. 12808 and No. 12810, 
Foreign Assets Control (“FAC”) has issued 
seven general licenses authorizing various 
transactions otherwise prohibited by the Ex- 
ecutive orders and directing certain imple- 
menting measures. Copies of these general 
licenses are attached. General License No. 
1 authorizes transactions incident to the re- 
ceipt or transmission of mail and informa- 
tional materials between the United States 
and the FRY(S/M). General License No. 2 
authorizes transactions with respect to tele- 
communications transmissions involving the 
FRY(S/M), provided that any funds owed the 
Government of the FRY(S/M) are placed 
into a blocked interest-bearing account. Gen- 
eral License No. 3 authorizes the importation 
and exportation of diplomatic pouches. 

General License No. 4 authorizes transfers 
of funds or other financial or economic re- 
sources for the benefit of individuals located 
in the FRY(S/M) in connection with the op- 
eration of accounts at U.S. financial institu- 
tions, provided that no transfers into the 
FRY(S/M) occur. This general license also 
requires that interest be paid on blocked 
FRY(S/M) Government funds and sets forth 
certain guidelines for the administration of 
blocked accounts. General License No. 5 au- 
thorizes the importation and exportation of 
the household and personal effects of per- 
sons arriving from or departing to the FRY(S/ 
M), in conjunction with General License No. 
6, which authorizes transactions related to 
nonbusiness travel by U.S. persons to, from, 
and within the FRY(S/M). Finally, General 
License No. 7 authorizes transactions involv- 
ing secondary-market trading in debt obliga- 
tions originally incurred by banks organized 
in the Republics of Slovenia, Croatia, Bosnia- 
Hercegovina, and Macedonia, notwithstand- 
ing the joint and several liability on those 
debts undertaken by the National Bank of 
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Yugoslavia and/or banks organized in Serbia 
or Montenegro. 

In addition to the seven general licenses, 
FAC issued General Notice No. 1 on July 
6, 1992, entitled “Notification of Status of 
Yugoslav Entities,” followed by a list of 
“Blocked Yugoslav Entities Currently Identi- 
fied.” 57 Fed. Reg. 32051 (July 20, 1992). 
A copy of the notice is attached. The list is 
composed of government, financial, and 
commercial entities organized in Serbia or 
Montenegro and a number of foreign sub- 
sidiaries of such entities. The list is illus- 
trative of entities covered by FAC’s presump- 
tion, stated in the notice, that all entities or- 
ganized or located in Serbia or Montenegro, 
as well as their foreign branches and subsidi- 
aries, are controlled by the Government of 
the FRY(S/M) and thus subject to the block- 
ing provisions of the Executive orders. Ac- 
cordingly, during the first 6 months of the 
sanctions program, 13 U.S. subsidiaries of 
entities organized in the FRY(S/M) were 
blocked as entities owned or controlled by 
the Government of the FRY(S/M). Similarly, 
six ships owned indirectly by Montenegrin 
shipping companies were blocked in U.S. 
ports as property in which the FRY(S/M) 
Government has an interest. 

FAC’s presumption of FRY(S/M) Govern- 
ment control over subsidiaries of firms lo- 
cated or organized in Serbia or Montenegro 
was challenged in Federal district court by 
a blocked U.S. subsidiary of a Serbian firm 
(IPT Company, Inc. v. U.S. Department of 
the Treasury, et al., S.D.N.Y., No. 92 CIV 
5542), and by a Maltese subsidiary of a Mon- 
tenegrin ocean shipping company managing 
five of the six blocked ships (Milena Ship 
Management Co., Ltd. v. Newcomb et al., 
E.D. La, No. 92-2535). In both cases, FAC 
argued through the Department of Justice 
that its presumption is justified by the unique 
legal concept of “social capital” in the eco- 
nomic systems of both the prior Socialist 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia and the cur- 
rent FRY (S/M), under which, by law, capital 
assets were, and generally continue to be, 
owned by the society but managed by the 
workers. Active state control of such enter- 
prises is also often manifest by a crossover 
of political leaders between the enterprises 
and the government. Based upon the admin- 
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istrative record and FAC’s denial of a license 
authorizing the blocked ships in the Milena 
case to conduct normal operations outside 
the FRY (S/M), the U.S. District Court for 
the Eastern District of Louisiana ruled in the 
government's favor and dismissed the suit on 
October 5, 1992. This decision was appealed 
by the plaintiffs to the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the Fifth Circuit on October 21, 1992. 
The suite brought by IPT Company, Inc. is 
still pending in the Southern District of New 
York. 

4. Over the past 6 months, the Depart- 
ments of State and Treasury have worked 
closely with European Community (“EC”) 
member states and other U.N. member na- 
tions to coordinate implementation of the 
sanctions against the FRY (S/M). This has 
included visits by assessment teams formed 
under the auspices of the United States, the 
EC, and the Conference for Security and Co- 
operation in Europe (the “CSCE”) to states 
bordering on Serbia and Montenegro; de- 
ployment of CSCE sanctions assistance mis- 
sions (“SAMS”) to Hungary, Romania, and 
Bulgaria to assist in monitoring land and 
Danube River traffic; bilateral contacts be- 
tween the United States and other countries 
with the purpose of tightening restrictions on 
FRY (S/M) financial assets; and establish- 
ment of a mechanism to coordinate enforce- 
ment efforts and to exchange technical infor- 
mation. 

5. In these initial months of the sanctions 
program against the FRY (S/M), FAC has 
made extensive use of its authority to specifi- 
cally license transactions with respect to the 
FRY (S/M) in an effort to positively influence 
both the political process within Serbia- 
Montenegro and negotiations between war- 
ring factions in the former Socialist Federal 
Republic of Yugoslavia. For example, specific 
licenses have been issued (a) permitting 
Milan Panic, a naturalized U.S. citizen of Ser- 
bian birth, to serve as Prime Minister of the 
FRY (S/M), (b) authorizing the International 
Republican Institute to provide support to 
the opposition political parties in the FRY 
(S/M), and (c) permitting the Free Trade 
Union Institute to attend meetings with the 
independent labor confederation, 
Nezavisnost, and the trials of union activists 


in the FRY (S/M). 
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Since the issuance of Executive Order No. 
12808, FAC has worked closely with the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
Board, the Office of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, the New York State Banking De- 
partment, and the banking industry to assure 
compliance with the President’s blocking 
order. On June 1, 1992, when FAC directed 
the closing of two Serbian banking institu- 
tions in New York, full-time bank examiners 
were posted in their offices to ensure that 
banking records were appropriately safe- 
guarded. The examiners continue on-site 
compliance monitoring on a full-time basis. 

In all, FAC has issued 217 specific licenses 
regarding transactions pertaining to the 
FRY(S/M) or assets it owns or controls. Spe- 
cific licenses have been issued for (1) pay- 
ment to U.S. or third-country secured 4. 4 
tors, under certain narrowly defined cir- 
cumstances, for pre-embargo import and ex- 
port transactions; (2) for legal representation 
or advice to FRY(S/M) or FRY(S/M)-con- 
trolled clients; (3) for restricted and closely 
monitored operations by subsidiaries of 
FRY(S/M)-controlled firms located in the 
United States; (4) for limited FRY(S/M) dip- 
lomatic representation in Washington and 
New York; (5) for patent, trademark, and 
copyright protection and maintenance trans- 
actions in the FRY(S/M) not involving pay- 
ment to the FRY(S/M) Government; (6) for 
certain communications, news media, and 
travel-related transactions; (7) for the pay- 
ment of crews’ wages and vessel maintenance 
of FRY(S/M)-controlled ships blocked in the 
United States; (8) for the export of certain 
non-FRY(S/M) manufactured property 
owned and controlled by U.S. entities; and 
(9) to assist the United Nations in its 
UNPROFOR and relief operations. Pursuant 
to United Nations Security Council Resolu- 
tion 757, specific licenses have also been is- 
sued to authorize exportation of food, medi- 
cine, and medical supplies intended for hu- 
manitarian purposes in the FRY(S/M). 

To ensure compliance with the terms of 
the licenses that have been issued, stringent 
reporting requirements have been imposed 
that are closely monitored. Licensed ac- 
counts are regularly audited by FAC compli- 
ance personnel and by cooperating auditors 
from other regulatory agencies. 
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6. Since the issuance of Executive Order 
No. 12810, FAC has worked closely with the 
U.S. Customs Service to ensure both that 
prohibited imports and exports (including 
those in which the Government of the 
FRY(S/M) has an interest) are identified and 
interdicted, and that permitted imports and 
exports move to their intended destination 
without undue delay. Violations and sus- 
pected violations of the embargo are being 
investigated, and appropriate enforcement 
actions are being taken. 

7. The expenses incurred by the Federal 
Government in the 6-month period from 
May 30, 1992, through November 30, 1992, 
that are directly attributable to the authori- 
ties conferred by the declaration of a national 
emergency with respect to the FRY(S/M) are 
estimated at $872,155, most of which rep- 
resent wage and salary costs for Federal per- 
sonnel. Personnel costs were largely centered 
in the Department of the Treasury (particu- 
larly in FAC, the U.S. Customs Service, and 
the Office of the General Counsel), the De- 
partment of State, the National Security 
Council, and the Department of Commerce. 

8. The actions and policies of the Govern- 
ment of the FRY(S/M), in its involvement 
in and support for groups attempting to seize 
territory in Croatia and Bosnia-Hercegovina 
by force and violence, continue to pose an 
unusual and extraordinary threat to the na- 
tional security, foreign policy, and economy 
of the United States. The United States re- 
mains committed to a multilateral resolution 
of this crisis through its actions implementing 
the resolutions of the United Nations Secu- 
rity Council with respect to the FRY(S/M). 
I shall continue to exercise the powers at my 
disposal to apply economic sanctions against 
the FRY(S/M) as long as these measures are 
appropriate, and will continue to report peri- 
odically to the Congress on significant devel- 
opments pursuant to 50 U.S.C. 1703(c).

Proclamation 6517—To Amend the 
Generalized System of Preferences 
December 23, 1992 


By the President of the United States 
of America 


A Proclamation 


1. Pursuant to sections 501 and 502 of the 
Trade Act of 1974, Public Law 93-618, as 
amended (19 U.S.C. 2461 and 2462) (“Trade 
Act”), and having due regard for the eligi- 
bility criteria set forth therein, I have deter- 
mined that it is appropriate to designate 
Ethiopia as a beneficiary developing country 
for purposes of the Generalized System of 
cot (“GSP”). 

2. Pursuant to section 504(a)(1) of the 
Trade Act (19 U.S.C. 2464(a)(1)), the Presi- 
dent may withdraw, suspend, or limit the ap- 
plication of the duty-free treatment accorded 
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under the GSP with respect to any article 
or any country after considering the factors 
set forth in sections 501 and 502(c) of the 
Trade Act (19 U.S.C. 2461 and 2462(c)). Ac- 
cordingly, after taking into account the fac- 
tors set forth in sections 501 and 502(c) of 
the Trade Act, I have determined that it is 
appropriate to withdraw the duty-free treat- 
ment accorded under the GSP to imports of 
sulfanilic acid provided for in subheading 
2921.42.24 of the Harmonized Tariff Sched- 
ule of the United States (“HTS”). 

3. Section 604 of the Trade Act (19 U.S.C. 
2483) authorizes the President to embody in 
the HTS the substance of the provisions of 
that Act, and of other acts affecting import 
treatment, and actions thereunder. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, acting 
under the authority vested in me by the Con- 
stitution and the laws of the United States 
of America, including but not limited to sec- 
tions 501, 502(c), 504(a)(1), and 604 of the 
Trade Act, do proclaim that: 

(1) General note 3(c)(ii)(A) to the HTS, 
listing those countries whose products are el- 
igible for benefits of the GSP, is modified 
by inserting “Ethiopia” in alphabetical order 
in the enumeration of independent coun- 
tries. 

(2) In order to withdraw the duty-free 
treatment accorded under the GSP to sulfa- 
nilic acid, the HTS is modified as provided 
in the Annex to this proclamation. 

(3) For HTS subheadings 2921.42.26 and 
2921.42.28, effective with respect to goods 
originating in the territory of Canada which 
are entered, or withdrawn from warehouse 
for consumption, on or after January 1, 1993, 
in the Rates of Duty 1-Special subcolumn 
of the HTS, the HTS is modified by deleting 
the symbol “(CA)” and the duty rate preced- 
ing it, and inserting in the parentheses fol- 
lowing the “Free” rate the symbol “CA,” in 
alphabetical order. 

(4) Any provisions of previous proclama- 
tions and Executive orders inconsistent with 
the provisions of this proclamation are here- 
by superseded to the extent of such inconsist- 
ency. 

(5) The modifications to the HTS made 
by paragraphs (1) and (2) of this proclama- 
tion shall be effective with respect to articles 
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that are: (i) imported on or after January 1, 
1976, and (ii) entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption, on or after 15 
days after the date of publication of this proc- 
lamation in the Federal Register.

Dear Mr. Speaker: (Dear Mr. President:) 

On October 26, 1992, Secretary of Com- 
merce Barbara Hackman Franklin certified 
under section 8 of the Fishermen’s Protec- 
tive Act of 1967, as amended (“Pelly Amend- 
ment”) (22 U.S.C. 1978(a)), that Norway has 
conducted whaling activities that diminish 
the effectiveness of the International Whal- 
ing Commission (IWC) conservation pro- 
gram. This letter constitutes my report to the 
Congress pursuant to subsection (b) of the 
Pelly Amendment. 

The certification of the Secretary of Com- 
merce was based on the issuance by the Gov- 
ernment of Norway of permits to its nation- 
als, allowing the killing of North Atlantic 
minke whales for research purposes. At its 
44th Annual Meeting, the IWC adopted a 
resolution stating that the Norwegian re- 
search program ‘id not satisfy all criteria for 
research involving the take of whales. In par- 
ticular, concern was expressed that the Gov- 
ernment had not adequately structured the 
research so as to contribute to or materially 
facilitate the completion of the IWC com- 
prehensive assessment. The IWC was also of 
the view that the Government of Norway had 
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not established that its research addresses 
critically important research needs. Research 
that does not meet all applicable criteria is 
considered inconsistent with IWC conserva- 
tion policy. In view of these concerns, the 
IWC invited Norway to reconsider its pro- 
gram. The Norwegian Government issued 
permits for the proposed take prior to the 
IWC meeting, and, on the last day of the 
meeting, the Norwegian whaling vessels re- 
portedly set sail. Since then, 95 minke whales 
have been taken. 

I am also greatly concerned about the an- 
nouncement made by the Government of 
Norway at the beginning of the 44th Annual 
Meeting of the IWC that Norway would re- 
sume commercial whaling in 1993, irrespec- 
tive of the decisions of the IWC. The morato- 
rium on commercial whaling adopted by the 
IWC is observed by the entire community 
of nations, including those that are not mem- 
bers of the IWC. If Norway, a founding 
member of the IWC, were to disregard the 
moratorium, it would very likely lead to grave 
consequences for the effectiveness of the 
IWC conservation program. 

I have carefully considered these develop- 
ments and concluded that we should con- 
tinue to give a high priority to working with 
all IWC members to maintain the integrity 
of the IWC. I want to ensure that the IWC 
has the full support of the United States in 
carrying out its responsibility to conserve the 
great natural resources represented by whale 
stocks. 

I am not at this time directing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to impose sanctions 
on Norwegian products for the whaling ac- 
tivities that led to certification by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce. I will ensure, however, 
that our concerns are communicated to the 
highest levels of the Norwegian Government. 
I am also requesting that further senior-level 
consultations with Norway and our other 
IWC partners be undertaken to ensure that 
the IWC’s conservation program is upheld. 
I hope that our actions will encourage all 
members of the IWC to cooperate in its im- 
portant mission.

Proclamation 6518—Grant of 
Executive Clemency 


December 24, 1992 


By the President of the United States 
of America 


A Proclamation 


Today I am exercising my power under the 
Constitution to pardon former Secretary of 
Defense Caspar Weinberger and others for 
their conduct related to the Iran-Contra af- 
fair. 

For more than 6 years now, the American 
people have invested enormous resources 
into what has become the most thoroughly 
investigated matter of its kind in our history. 
During that time, the last American hostage 
has come home to freedom, worldwide ter- 
rorism has declined, the people of Nicaragua 
have elected a democratic government, and 
the Cold War has ended in victory for the 
American people and the cause of freedom 
we championed. 

In the mid 1980's, however, the outcome 
of these struggles was far from clear. Some 
of the best and most dedicated of our coun- 
trymen were called upon to step forward. 
Secretary Weinberger was among the fore- 
most. 

Caspar Weinberger is a true American pa- 
triot. He has rendered long and extraordinary 
service to our country. He served for 4 years 
in the Army during World War II where his 
bravery earned him a Bronze Star. He gave 
up a lucrative career in private life to accept 
a series of public positions in the late 1960’s 
and 1970's, including Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, Director of the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget, and Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
Caspar Weinberger served in all these posi- 
tions with distinction and was admired as a 
public servant above reproach. 

He saved his best for last. As Secretary 
of Defense throughout most of the Reagan 
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Presidency, Caspar Weinberger was one of 
the principal architects of the downfall of the 
Berlin Wall and the Soviet Union. He di- 
rected the military renaissance in this coun- 
try that led to the breakup of the communist 
bloc and a new birth of freedom and democ- 
racy. Upon his resignation in 1987, Caspar 
Weinberger was awarded the highest civilian 
medal our Nation can bestow on one of its 
citizens, the Presidential Medal of Freedom. 

Secretary Weinberger’s legacy will endure 
beyond the ending of the Cold War. The 
military readiness of this Nation that he in 
large measure created could not have been 
better displayed than it was 2 years ago in 
the Persian Gulf and today in Somalia. 

As Secretary W einberger’ s pardon request 
noted, it is a bitter irony that on the day the 
first charges against Secretary Weinberger 
were filed, Russian President Boris Yeltsin 
arrived in the United States to celebrate the 
end of the Cold War. I am pardoning him 
not just out of camnguniien or to spare a 75- 
year-old patriot the torment of lengthy and 
costly legal proceedings, but to make it pos- 
sible for him to receive the honor he deserves 
for his extraordinary service to our country. 

Moreover, on a somewhat more personal 
note, I cannot ignore the debilitating illnesses 
faced by Caspar Weinberger and his wife. 
When he resigned as Secretary of Defense, 
it was because of his wife’s cancer. In the 
years since he left public service, her condi- 
tion has not improved. In addition, since that 
time, he also has become ill. Nevertheless, 
Caspar Weinberger has been a pillar of 
strength for his wife; this pardon will enable 
him to be by her side undistracted by the 
ordeal of a costly and arduous trial. 

I have also decided to pardon five other 
individuals for their conduct related to the 
Iran-Contra affair: Elliott Abrams, Duane 
Clarridge, Alan Fiers, Clair George, and 
Robert McFarlane. First, the common de- 
nominator of their motivation—whether 
their actions were right or wrong—was patri- 
otism. Second, they did not profit or seek 
to profit from their conduct. Third, each has 
a record of long and distinguished service to 
this country. And finally, all five have already 
paid a price—in depleted savings, lost ca- 
reers, anguished families—grossly dispropor- 
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tionate to any misdeeds or errors of judgment 
they may have committed. 

The prosecutions of the individuals I am 
pardoning represent what I believe is a pro- 
foundly troubling development in the politi- 
cal and legal climate of our country: the crim- 
inalization of policy differences. These dif- 
ferences should be addressed in the political 
arena, without the Damocles sword of crimi- 
nality hanging over the heads of some of the 
combatants. The proper target is the Presi- 
dent, not his subordinates; the proper forum 
is the voting booth, not the courtroom. 

In recent years, the use of criminal proc- 
esses in policy disputes has become all too 
common. It is my see that the action I am 
taking today will begin to restore these dis- 
putes to the battleground where they prop- 
erly belong. 

In addition, the actions of the men I am 
pardoning took place within the larger Cold 
War struggle. At home, we had a long, some- 
times heated debate about how that struggle 
should be waged. Now the Cold War is over. 
When earlier wars have ended, Presidents 
have historically used their power to pardon 
to put bitterness behind us and look to the 
future. This healing tradition reaches at least 
from James Madison’s pardon of Lafitte’s pi- 
rates after the War of 1812, to Andrew John- 
son’s pardon of soldiers who had fought for 
the Confederacy, to Harry Truman’s and 
Jimmy Carter’s pardons of those who violated 
the Selective Service laws in World War II 
and Vietnam. 

In many cases, the offenses pardoned by 
these Presidents were at least as serious as 
those I am pardoning today. The actions of 
those pardoned and the decisions to pardon 
them raised important issues of conscience, 
the rule of law, and the relationship under 
our Constitution between the government 
and the governed. Notwithstanding the seri- 
ousness of these issues and the passions they 
aroused, my predecessors acted because it 
was time for the country to move on. Today 
I do the same. 

Some may argue that this decision will pre- 
vent full disclosure of some new key fact to 
the American people. That is not true. This 
matter has been investigated exhaustively. 
The Tower Board, the Joint Congressional 
Committee charged with investigating the 
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Iran-Contra affair, and the Independent 
Counsel have looked into every aspect of this 
matter. The Tower Board interviewed more 
than 80 people and reviewed thousands of 
documents. The Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee interviewed more than 500 people 
and reviewed more than 300,000 pages of 
material. Lengthy committee hearings were 
held and broadcast on national television to 
millions of Americans. And as I have noted, 
the Independent Counsel investigation has 
gone on for more than 6 years, and it has 
cost more than $31 million. 

Moreover, the Independent Counsel stat- 
ed last September that he had completed the 
active phase of his investigation. He will have 
the opportunity to place his full assessment 
of the facts in the public record when he 
submits his final report. While no impartial 
person has seriously suggested that my own 
role in this matter is legally questionable, I 
have further requested that the Independent 
Counsel provide me with a copy of my sworn 
testimony to his office, which I am prepared 
to release immediately. And I understand 
Secretary Weinberger has requested the re- 
lease of all of his notes pertaining to the Iran- 
Contra matter. 

For more than 30 years in public service, 
I have tried to follow three precepts: honor, 
decency, and fairness. I know, from all those 
years of service, that the American people 
believe in fairness and fair play. In granting 
these pardons today, I am doing what I be- 
lieve honor, decency, and fairness require. 

Now, Therefore, I, George Bush, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, pursu- 
ant to my powers under Article II, Section 
2, of the Constitution, do hereby grant a full, 
complete, and unconditional pardon to E]-
